‘The 66th Ohio, Col. Candy, 
was directly in the rear of the battery, composed of 
three guné of Captain Clark's Battery, three gune 
ef Captain Huntington's, and one of Captain Robin« 
won's Battery, under Lientenant-Colouel Hayward, 
and upon him and his gullaut baud depended every- 
thing ai this critical moment, and the duty wos well 
aud gulliutly execated. Had they given way, the 
command must have been lort. ‘The left wing of 
Colovel Candy's Regiment wan extended into the 
woods, and cloco iu the rear of the battery, which 
position they held until » retreat was ordered, 

‘Additional revaforcemente of the enemy wero com- 
{ng up on our right, having abandoned their position 
en the left, and f ordered the 84th and 110th down 
tothe right, bot before they reached the position 
aasigned them the enemy waa in full retroat before 
our brave men, aud I ai once ordered them acroas 
{nto the wood igain. Under cover of the engage- 
Tent on onr Hght the enemy hed thrown ouother 
force into the woods, and pressed them down upon 
our batteries on the left. So rapid was thia move- 
meut that they passed the line on which the 84th 
fand 110th were ordered nnobeerved—waking a dash 
epon the battery ao sudden aud unexpected as to 
compel tle cannoniera to abandon their piece. 

Col, Candy met the enemy with bia regiment with 

cooluces, his men fighting with commendable 
Eravery. ‘The 71h und Sth Olio were coon support. 
ing him, driving the enomy frou their poaition and 
retuking the battery. ‘The artillory officers made a 
strong effort, aud used great exertions to remove 
their guns, but, the horsea baving beon killed or 
dieabled, fonnd it imposible. ‘The onemy had 
given way along the whole line, but 1 saw heavy 
Te-cnforeenients crossing from the town that would 
have been impossible for us euccesslally to re 
After consulting Gen, Carroll, T ordered the troopa 
to fall back under bin direction, with a view of 
retreating until we should meet tus Te-enforcements 
ef Gens. Kimball nod Ferry. 

General Carvoll took command of the covering of 
the retreat, which was made in perfect order; end, 
save the stampede of those who ran before tho fight 
was fuirly opencd, the retrent wan quite aa orderly 
asthe ndvance, | 

‘The force engaged under my command conld not 
bave exceeded 3,000 men. Of the enemy's force 
(my information comea from the prisoners taken by 
ta) nove of them estimated ib at less than 8,000 men 
actoally in the engagement.

POE will not bo expected that I can mention the 
many gallant actions of the different oflicers upoo 
shat hard-fought field. Yet J cuunot do justice to my 
own feclinga without remarking that, iu my opinion, 
braver, more determined and willing men nover en- 
tered a battlo-field. Gen, Carrell distinguished bim- 
aelf by bis coolvess and dushing bray Upon bim 
[relied, nnd was not disappointed. For herole gul- 
luntry 1 will placo Col. Gavin, Col. Buckley, Lieut.- 
Col. Chreighton, Col. Daning, Col Thoburne, Col, 
Candy, aud Liont.-Col. Hayward beside the bravest 
wen of the United States army. The line officers of 
the different regiments discharged their daty uobly, 
and deserve special moution by their Colonels, 
Capts. Clork, Robinson, end Huvtingdon served 
theic guns with greut credit, and deserve particular 
notice. 
'o the membera of your staff, Lieut.-Col. Shriber, 
Cupt. Keiley, and Capt. Keogh, i am under many, 
very mspy obligations, for the prompt, eflicient, au 
officer-like manner in which they discharged the 
dutics assigned them. The two luttor were in the 
field throush the hottest of the engagement, exposed 
to the enciuy's tire from first to lust, Capt, Keiloy 
received weavero wouud in the face, while urgiog 
forward the men, and was carried off the field.

Its Operations and Conditions. 

Brom & Special Correspondent. 

Wasnixcros, June 18, 1862, 

T have jast retarned from a fortnight’s visit to the 
Army of the Potomac, in which time I tramped 
tbronch the mnd moro than once from right to left, 
and from rear to front of encampments containing 
certainly the best disciplined if not the largest army 
ever geen on the ‘American Contivent.”” While 
there, I daily took notes of all incidents worthy of 
mention, and at night, before ssying my prayers, 
reduced them to wurrative form, aud transmitted 
them to your energetic agent ut White Henze Land- 
ing. They hadeost many milea of travel throngh 
mnd, oyer rongh roads, in the Wild storm, and under 
avon whore rays fairly made the flesh to elzz. My 
chagiin, therefore, wae not that of egotism when I 
discovered that all my lettera rave one hud bean fe- 
lonioauly etolen, taken, and carried away, by parties 
counected with stealing papers, aa I yas informed 
und do believe. 

They who sappozo the Army of the Botominc is an 
idle nrmy err greutly, It works hard aud inceseant- 
ly, censing uot for the pitiless storm vor the burning 
licat of such a day os lust Suturday, when the very 
ir in those thick’ woods seemed to be on fire, ‘The 
umount of work it bas dono sinco lunding on the 
peninsula must surprise every one who passed along 
the line of ita marches and labora. Ailes on milea of 
ville-pits; hundreds of equara miles of forest felled; 
Londrede of miles of rouduut through tho wildernees, 
aud overlaid with tho tranke—these yon cau seo, 
Then, the army being rendy (o move, the labor neces- 
sary to that ond may be to some extent appreciated, 
When it ia known tUat at least 5,000 wagons myst be 
loaded and unloaded for every chunge of position. 
If the samejamonnt of mnecular power and horee hud 
been exercised in buildiog a Pacific railway as has 
beon pat in requisition to move the Grand Army 
from. "before Yor%town" to before Richmond, the 
grent thorougbfare of the future would already be 
reaching ont ite frout acrosa the Plaing, 

Gen, Halleck's urmy worked like galloy-elaves 
bofore Corinth, The monuments of their trials will 
stand along time. Their effects will probably be us 
well appreciated by the surgeons and nursea as by 
Beanregard. I beliévo the work of Gen. McClellan's 
army will be crowued with more substantial enccesa, 
and Tam quite cortain there las not yet been any 
frightfal amoont of sickneas among the mon, as wae 
the case with the Army of tho Missizsippi,” Bat it 
will only take u few day liko ‘Saturday to fll all 
the hospitals, and no need ofa battle, ‘The camp- 
grounds of a lurge army moving slowly are breeders 
of disease and death, 

Where the comp is permanent, the men dig wella, 
prepare sinks, bury the offal ont of eight ond sinell, 
Where they stay But a day or two at one place 
they cannot do these things, and, conseqacntly, they 
live in an atmosphere of onbenlthfulaess, breathe ia 
constently @ compound of villainons swells, sickly, 
diegusting, ominous of all fevers, The water they 
drink is eurfsce wator, not much better than that 
which oozes npthrongh the mud in the canal where 
oor Sixth strect croseea it, The hope of victory, 
the confidence the coldiers have that their hard 
labors will end before many days in the capture of 
the Rebel capital, nerve the men to every duty nud 
keop the hospitals, as yet, comparatively uabur- 
dened, ‘They must get to Richmond before the enn 
drawe ont the niisama of camp und swamp, or tho 
army, co hopefal, 90 bard-worked, eo cheerful, will 
bo under the chargo, not of the rebellion, but of the 
doctors, 

‘The two armiea are close together, and {t should 
appear tbat a general engagement may at almoat any 
time be brought on. Our urmy is constautly on the 
watch, and more than once while I was pear the 
front main lies, camps were aroused and regiments 
heatily formed in bno of battly daring the night, 
Witb us, no drum is beat and no baglo sounded. 
The enowy's shells drop into oureaupe, reltow ex 

Jode, aud are never responded to, Their drume are 
neard morning and eveuiug, and frequently during 
the day, bnt no sound of martial ausio comes from a 
single camp throughout that vast army beleaguering 
Richmond. Day by day the great anaconda inoves, 
but ho works silently. 


Tt is nob contrabaud to ex 
that, since the battle of Fair Oaks, the army, Lhough 
“all quiet,” has broke mach groand considerably 
in advance’ of the position Joat and regained ut that 
time. Knowing now that a swollen’ stream docs 
not out their srny throngh the middle, that it is 
larger beyond the ‘Chickabomivy thon it then was 
on both sites, the men are anxious to be ordered for- 
ward. Bnt I shall be aucprised if a battlo shall take 
place in six or eight days. 

Tum aware that this is contrary to the general 
opinion here, where intelligenco of an engugement 
is momentarily expected. But the probubilities fa- 
yor delay. Because, Ist, as I heard rough-and- 
ready Heintzelman cay, * We'va got_'em fonl— 
sure; and what the d—I is tho uso, Senator (I'm 
not the mau he was addressing], of risking anythin 
(ill the lest mun ia just where We want him!” Avd, 
secondly, a fow days’ delay will add to the cer: 
tainty of the success of the plan of attack, 

I think yon have thousands of readera who would 
boiotersied inn description of the way onginecr 
fighting worka in practice, ond. will attempt to 
gratify them in simple every-day langnage, without 
going off into heroics or the technicalities of the 
army regulations at all. And I will be able to do ro 
by tho mere recital of a movement which I wit- 
nessed, bal which took place so long ago thnt whut 
suall be said about it could by no possible tura be 
twisted into contraband iutelligence. 

Brig.-Geo. Borry, then (who had dons some of the 
beat fighting on the Peninsula, by the way) was ono 
duy ordered to move forward a half or three quar- 
tera of a mile, toward White Oak Swamp. The 
movement wus quickly followed by a correaponding 
movemeut on the part of Gon. Kearney’s Division, 
of which Berry's Brigade formed the left, Ho at 
once threw up rille-pils on his front, and they wore 

xtondéd along (he whole line, Here, then, was a 

of rifle-pita, three-quarters of a mile in advance 
of tho next lino behind, which, till then, had formed 
the front of the main jino of the army.

Of course, tue tnaugles were not co regular as they 
must be made with types, nor did the open and tim- 
bored space rum in such a alraiyht line, but the 
above was the geveral appearance of the country, 
when Berry moved in.

aro called shelter tents, eich one being shelter for 
two soldiere. ‘They ure compored of two paralello~ 
grams of duck, each of whicl is carried by a eoldier 
in hig knapsick when on the march. Stopping, 
cach filo makes a tent by fastening the two paris to~ 
gether, extending the whole over a pole about four 
Jeet from the ground, and fastening the ends to the 
earth, six feet apart. There yon baye it! admin 
ble for ventilation us could well be desired. 

Thus having worked, thus working, thus fed and 
tho sheltered, with brave and competent olficers, 
with Kind and ebillfol surgeone for the most part, 
whenever the men of the Avmy of the Potomuc have 
been called upon to fight they bave, in almoat every 
instance, done nobly for thomaelves, their com- 
wanders, and their country. I talked fomiliary 
with hundreds of the men svho had becn in every 
battle from Yorktown to Fuir Oake; I visited many 
Divisions of tho Grand Army and eatv the men in all 
weathers, ut work, on daty in camp, daring hours of 
relaxation; saw them fly toarms at midnight, aud 
take their places for nn expected struggle nt noon- 
day: niet them, in short, in overy eilnation in which 
acoldier can be placed except thut of actual battle, 
sud I am firmly, folly persuaded they will do the 
great deeds their country expects of them. They 
chafe for the battle now—they ore impatient to drive 
the Rebel hordea beyond Richmond, and now they 
would like to de it were it required that they should 
advance with bayonets fixed, from the Chickahominy 
to the Jumea,

LATE FROM RICHMOND. 
THE REBELS JUBILANT—STORY OF THEIR LATE 
DASH IN OUR REAR, 
From The Richmond Dispatch, Sene 16. 
Te being determined upon to pevetrate the enemy's 
lines, and wake a fall ond thorough reconnoiveance 
of their position and strength, Gen. J, B. B- Stuart 
ordered the Ist (Col. Pitz Hugh Loe), 9th (Col. F. 
H. Fitz Hugh Lee), and 4th Virgioia Cavalry (Lieut, 
Gardiner commanding), to hold themeelves in readi- 
ness, Theso regiments, however, did not tam out 
mors than half their usual atrength, the 4th not 
baving more thun four companies in the field. Tho 
Jif. Davia Vroop wera olso incorporated in the de- 
nz also two pieces of Stuart's Flying Artillery— 

a 12-pound bowitver ond a 6-pound Euglish rifle 
piece—the whols force not numbering more than 
1,400 men, if even tho total reached that number, 
Gn Thursday at dawn this column proceeded down 
the Charlottesville (Brook Charch) turnpike, and 
had gone eowe distancs without molestation, wheu 
the vanguard overtook some eight or ten udveniturous 
negroce journcyiug rapidly toward the Union lines. 
‘These rapnways were secured ond sont to the rear, 
and os night wos drawing near pickets nnd videttes 
wore placed and the column camped for the vight 
near Ashland, it being considered umpradent to pro- 
gress forther, 
Toward morving signal rockets were fired, and 
auaywered by our troops at tle linea far to the rear, 
und aa eoon'as day broke the cavalry co'umn pro- 
coded fons ttereee he eefinthy an) Dosen at oe=t 
peying, the Union linen were ponetrated, when 
horve pickets discovering our videttes ndvancing, tho 
videttes hastily retired, according to orders, upoa 
tho main body concealed by woods and a turn in the 
road. Being near Hanover Court-Gouse, the Union- 
isla were wont to proceed thither daily for forage, es 
a captured picket informed the men, but on thisocca- 
sion bad orders to. proceed as far ea possible toward 
Richmond. It being thonght possible to captura the 
whole detachment, dispositions were accordiogly 
wade, but upon ‘the uppearauce of the secoud 
equadron of ttie 9th (composed of the Caroline Dra- 
goons, Cupt. Swan, and Leo's Light Horee, Lieut, 
Huogerford commandivg), under command of Capt, 
Swan, the enemy's ontpoats bestily galloped back, 
aud their main body took to ‘ligut, Capt: Swan's 
squadron dashing after them down the road, making 
aaploudid raco for two mileaat a killing pace, Hav- 
ing proceeded thus far, and near the Conrt-Houce, 
the euemy seemed to bave heen re-enforced; ‘and 
mude @standon the road, and in the fields to the 
right and left of us, 
"Thinking to flank them, and captare the whole 
force, Col. Lee of the Ist, proceeded round their po- 
eition to cut olf retreat, but the movement occapy- 
ing longer time thsn desired, th second squadron of 
the 9th prepared to cbargo. ’ And ua they trotted to- 
ward the enemy, the Union leader could be plainly 
seen and hoard harmngning his trooph, urging avd 
begging them to act Like meu, and etaad. His elo- 
queuce was of no avail, and as the eccond equadron 
of the 9th increased their paco und came near to 
thom with flashing eubers, the Union officer gal= 
foped toward them, thinking his wen would follow. 
Noteo, however, and aa be wheeled bie boreo back 

in, our men Wore upon bim; be fell, shot in the 
; his men gave a fecble volley with pixtols, and 
scampered off the field in Iudicroas style, leaving 
killed and wounded bebind, and many prisoners. 
Capturing outposts and pickets in grest number, aud 
overtuking weuried horsemou, it was ascertained 
that the force engaged wero equadrons of tbe Sth 
United States Regalars, who bad even bard service 
in ‘Texas and the Indian countries, aud had nevor 
refused a charge before. Their camps were reported 
to be adjacent, and proceeding thither, everything 
was destroyed and put to the torch. 

From several captured in end about these camps 
it was ascertained tbat several reyimeuta were 


pickets were stronger and more numerous than 
asual, it was deemed advicable to halt. Tho second 
squadron of the Sth were dismounted, and thrown 
tothe front (on the skirts of a wood, to the right 
aud left of the road), to act aa ekirwishors and de- 
fond the artillery, which wns woved up and took 
position commanding a bridge in the hollow—the 
enemy's foree and oura being screened from view 
by rising ground at either eod of tho road—our 
force being further from the front than theirs, Ap- 
pearing 10 conerdorablo force, thy euemy advanced 
in admirable order, but suddenly facing to tho right 
abont, were quickly retreating, when the diemonnted 
men poured @ galling fire into them, emptying many 
saddles, aud cnnsiug much confaron. Reforming, 
thoy were a second time re-enforced, and came 
to the charge op the rise in gullant otyle, Burning 
to distinguish thomeclves, the third. equadron of the 
Sth (compozed of tho Kesex Light Dragoons, Capt, 
Latane, and Mercor County Cavalry, Lient Walker, 
commanding, ander command of Capt. Latane, bad 
received orders to chunze the edvanclig enemy, and 
putting spars to their ateeda, dashed gallintly slong 
the road, the brave Latane fifteen paces iutfront 
“Cut and thrast,” shouted the Unioa commander, 
On to them, boys," yelled’ Latane, and the meet- 
iog squadrons dashed in full shock together, 

(he front of eitber colamm were unboreod, and the 
fight became instuntly hot and bloody, Capt. Latave 
singled ont the Union commander, and cut off the 
ofiicar’e bat close to his head, but the Unionist dodg- 
ing the cnt, rede past, and as be did so discharged 
two revolver loads at Latuno, killing him inotuntly, 
‘The enemy rapidly giving way, our men ebouted ia 
triomph, aud eut right and left, Pistoliog the foe with 
frightful accuracy and havoc;’ aud seeing the Union 
officor ia pursuit of Adjt. Robins (who was’ bimself 
in parsuit of an enews), o private dashed after him 
and clove his skall in twein. ‘The battle between 
thece rival squadrong, thongh of ehort duration, wus 
fierce and ssnguinary in the extreme, Scattered in 
ull directions, and apparsatly paralyzed by the re- 
lentless fury of this corps, the enemy fled in every 
direction, leaving killed, wounded, borees, accouter 
monts) etc., in profusion upon the dusty roads. Suc- 

essiul pursuit being impossible, their campa were 
visited and destroyed; Wagons on the rosd wera 
overtuken and burned, and the entire route from 
Ashland to Hanover Court-House and Old Church, 
to Station No, 22 (Tanstall’s, we believe), on the 
York Biver Railroad, wea narght gles but a contine- 


waiting for our advance up the road, aud as thejr| &' 


ous scene of triumph and destraction, Commiseary 
and quartermaster's etores were eeized and burned 
atevery turn; prisoners aud horses were captured 
and eeut to tho rear, and by the timo of their arrival 
at the railway sistion, more than $1,000,000 of Union 
Property must baye beeu captured and deetroyed, be- 
sides scores of prisoners riding in the rear. 

Upon approachiog the railroad, cars wero heard 
advancing, and the whistlo sounded. By orders 
every man wos instautly diemonnted, and ranged 
beside the trick, Again the whistle blew, and 
thinking tke force to be a friendly one, perbaps, tho 
steuw Was stopped, wien the Caroline troups, open~ 
ing fire, disclosed ’tho ruse, and, patting om steam 
again, on eped the train toward ‘the Chickshominy, 
and despite heavy loge pluced oa the track, mate 
gond its escape; but the carriages being bat wicov- 
ered freizht trucks, and having eoldiers on them, the 
sliughter that ensued was frigotful. Many of the 
eueny jumped from the train, aud were afterward 
aptured or killed, to the number of twenty or wore. 
‘The engineer yas shot dend by Lieut. Robinson. 

Still adding to their conquests at every step, a de- 
tachment wus immediately sent to the White Houre, 
onthe Pamnuky, und discovering fonr lurgo tran: 
porta moored there, and eomo hundred wa.rons or 
moro, with teams, &c., io a wagon-yard, all these 
were instantly eeized, to tho grout fight nnd aston 

hinent of the Uniomta, and the torcit immediately 
applied to ail things combustible. Ono of the trans 
ports eceaped, and flouted down the river. ‘Tbe con- 
touts of tbe other three were chiefly valuable com- 
missary and quartermaster's oloree, vast quansities 
of arwy clothing, giain, fruit, and satlera’ stores. 
Tempting ag thoy were, all things were luid iu ashes, 
the horses Jed off, und prisoners secured. Thinking 
(hat the enemy ‘would sond ont an overwhelining 
force in pursalt, au unlikely route was selected, anit 
the whole command proceeded in triumph to Nevw- 
Kent Court-Houee, New-lent Conrt-Honse being 
the rendezvous, the dth equadron of the 9th, uoder 
command of Capt. Kaight (consisting of the Lunen- 
bnrg troops and Lancaster cavalry), baying burned 
the transports, and wagons joived the coluain on ite 
ronte thither, |“ Hab We gor Riclnaon’ yet, boss? 
aeked a darkie in acoro-field, turning up bis eyeballs 
in admiration of the “ Marsland Cavulry;” © well, 
if we ain't we soon shall, for MoClellan and our 
boys is eure to fotch him.” 

Others, however, proved keaner-sighted than the 
negro; wWonien ran to tho wayslde cottage door; a 
usb cf triumph mautled their chcelt; and, os the 
oye kindles into a flame of admiratwa, tears trickle 
down, and “God blees you, boyr,’" is all they say. 
Now and then an old man fs wet by the wayside, 
pensive and ead, but, recoguizing the horseman, he 
stope, looks «isténinbed, and throws up bis hat for the 
“ Muryland Cevatry,’” just arrived, Others wave 
bandkérchiefs—'tia” nselea to daccive them, for a 
wouan instiuctively discovers friende or foca at 
sight.“ Onr cavalry bere | exclaim they in wou- 
der, and with banda clesped upon their breast, mate 
ly, but eloquently, gaze. “luke care, meu, take 
cure. Heaven bists'you; Dut take eare—the hey 
are everywhere." Such is their gentle warning, 
given to the weary, dasty, chivalric column dashing 
throogh tho country in tle enemy's rear, 

The advance guard having reached Now-Kent, 
and found an exeentive sntler’s establishment, syne 
dismount und opter, Every description of goods 
that tasto or fancy might reqdire aro found in profa- 
hion bere. Clothes of all descriptions and qualities, 
catlory, eabers, pistols, shoce, preserve, conserves, 
boots, statiouery, wines, liquors, tobneco, cigars, ten, 
coffee, sugar, tapioca, maccuroni, champagne, alierry, 
and bergundy in great quentity; in fue, all that 
man could buy for money was there discovered, 
while round the store lolled Union soldiers, and the 
sleek, fat proprietor eloquently holding forth upon 
McClellun's wonderful gening na a commander, and 
the speedy eobjugution of the Rebels, Our wearied 
horsemen called for refreshments, which the eutler 
houded to the “Maryland Cavalry’ (I) with great 
alacrity; but when pay was demanded our trooper 
roared with laughter, told the proprietor who they 
were, and, much to bis surprice dud indignation, pro- 
nounced then all prisoners of war. 

As the otber troopa arrived, it wan found that a 
magnificent Union ambulance bad been captured on 
the ronte, containing, many valuable medical stores. 
‘The vebicle and contents were burned when over- 
tukon, the driver, good-looking, well-dressed doctor 
and companions’ being uccomuodated with a malo 
cach, und were at tho moment to be found among 
nearly 200 other noudoscripts—sailora, aoldiers, team 
stere, negroea, sutlerey &o., &e., in the motley cay- 
alcade ut tbe reur. Helpiug themeclyes liberally to 
all the etore alforded, our ‘roops remained ot the aut- 
Jer! jl mer midp: Vidas) wh ning onma 
Puratively poivesbed, and ail proscnt, tho houdof the 
coluan waa turned ‘toward tho Chickahominy and 
home. Champngne, we aro told, flowed freely while 
any remained—wines, liquors and cigars were all 
consumed. Yaukee prodncts of every description 
were appropriated without much ado, and with light 
hearts all quietly journeyed by a lonely road, near 
the main body of the eneimy, and alittle beforo dawn 
of Sanday, were ou Chickabominy’s bank, ready to 
cross 

Being far below all tho bridges, and whore deep 
water Hows, they knew not how or where to cross, 
Here wesan aryfal situation forour gallant band, 
Directed to Blind Ford, it waa fifteen feot deep! 
‘The enemy had blooked ap all the main ronda, and 
had thousands sconring ‘tho conntry, eager to entrap 
or eluughter them !—but two miles from McClellan's 
quarters, within ond of their boree pickets—and 
without means to cross! Quietly taking precantions 
against all surpries, strict silence being enjoined 
upon the prisoners, first, one horeeman plunged into 
tho flood, and then another at, different pointe—all 
too deep; n0 ford discoverable, no bridge! Tho 
horses, it was thought, would follow each otuer, and 
swim the stream—it was tried, and the borges car- 
ried away by the current! Breuling ioto emall par- 
ties, the cavalrymen swam aud ro-swam the river 
with their hores, and when come fifty or more bad 
been landed, a strange but frieudly voice whispered 
in the dark—" ‘The old. bridge ia a few yarda hicher 
np—it can be mended!” It was found, and mouded 
it conld bot ’ 


Quietly working, tree after tree spas felled, earth, 
and twigs, and branches were carried and piled ap 
on the main props—old logs were rolled and pitched 
acrosa the eirenm, yet alter long aud weary labor 
the bridge was built, and the long and silent proces- 
sion of ‘cavalry, urtllery, prisouers, and epolls 
tafely and quictly passed this frail vee bridge, 
ecarcely eny counda being heard but the rusb o| 
waters beneath, Once ucroes, and in the swamp, 
all woo industry and expedition. Artillery axles 
sank low in the mire—ten Yaukee borees were 
hitched to each piecs, and as the Grst rays of worn- 
ing crimeouéd tbe tree tops, the long line rapidly 
songht the ehade of woods away from the Uvion 
lines. Yet our troops lind not proceeded far when 
the advance wero bulted. ‘*Who comea there?” 
cried the Union borsemen inthe swamp, ‘Who 
oes there?” calls auother, and quicker than thought 
our advance guard (by ordor) dash away into the 
open ground; the Unione fire bulf u dozen shots, and 
rash in parsnit. Into tho thicket eome balf dozen 
Union horsemen dart after our men, avd quicker than 
lightuiog are surrounded and prisovere | 

‘Once moro within our lines, all went merry asa 
marriage bell. Quickly the dirty, weary baud sped 
along the Charles City road, dawn rovealed them to 
our pickets, and they entered our comps faint und 
faiisted, bat the nobleat band of horoes that ever 
beetrode & cbargor, or drew a battle-blado for their 
birthright as freemen. 

“What, then, was tbe general result 1” asked we 
of a wearled, dusty trooper watering bie jaded and 
faith(al animal by a roadside apring, ‘The result," 
nnawered he proudly, bat mach exhausted, ‘che 
result?” “Wo bave been in the eaddle from Thure- 
Gay worniog until Saturday noon, never breaking 
rein or breaking fast; we have whipped the enemy 
frberover he dired 10 uppesr, never opposing more 
than eqnal forces; we bsve burned 200 wagons 
laden with valuable atores, euuk or fired three lure 
traneporta, captured 30) horees and malea, lote of 
side-arins, &c., brought in 170 prisoners, four officers, 
aud wany negroes; killed und wdunded scorce of 
the enemy—pleased Sturt and had one mun killed— 
poor Captain Latane! Thie is the resuls, and 
$500,000 cannot cover the Uvion loca in goods 
ilone.” Aso myself,” eld he, mounting and tre 
ling away, ‘I wouldn't bavo’ mised tho trip for 
$1,U00—bistory caunot show such an other exploit 
fo'this of Stuurt’s!" Ho epoke the trath, honestly 
and rongbly, aaa tne soldier serving under an in- 
compsrable leader. More words are not now needed 
“the whole coantry ia uetonished and applaude— 
McClellan is disgréced—Stuart and his troupera are 

ow forever in history. 

nowy forerd to matters at and beyond our Lines, 
otber than thoze of which wo have epoken, little 
Of iolerest bas trenspired to bresk upon and euliven 
the movotony of the past week. Improvements are 
joing oa from day today in and about the camps, 
{vhich will prove beneficial to general Lealth, and 
freatly improve the samtary system 60 wuch'neg- 
lected heretofore. Who may bave been the main 
instrument in cansing the thorough repairs of rods, 
drainage, distribution of tents, &c., we are not in- 
formed, bat fully accord with our soldiery generally 
in thanking him; for while it proves of immense 
eaying to general transportation, great convenience 
and boaltb, it jas of the wort vital importonce tg 


all and every military movement, and should alw 
Be sheifint thing oqavliared. alwaya 
Wo are sorry to esy that the enemy of late havo 
succeeded in cutting off ecveral of our pickets; it 
being reported in camps that nol less than ten die 
appeared on Friday night lust. Toe saventnrous 
tomper of our men oftentimes tempts the enemy to 
cond out cavalry sqosda to pick up thosa who, 
through foolhardinezs or loye of udventure, stray 
beyond tho lines prescribed. It is reported that 
oBicera in charge of picket poste have great trduble, 
becasionslly, in keeping their details from straying 
beyond proper limita; for, not content with the 
danger cf picketing, they love to wander off throngu 
the woods as scouts, for the purpose of gratifyin 
cariosity, and, imprndently reconuoiteriug to get 
‘fancy ehota,’ aa they term it, are occasionally cut 
off from ull support, and easily coptured by mounted 
icketo. 
PyThis waaeuver of the evemy has been more thin 
once practiced, and with some «| ea. It was first 
developed in the sharp ekirmish which took plice at 
Garnett's farm, when tho cnemy first lined the 
Clickubomisy. While the Sth Louisiana were en- 
gged in picketing, the enemy's infantry appeared in 
force, but were driven acrose the bridge with loss. 
But this was simply a ruse, for while so occupied, 
avd rome distance from ‘all supports, the cavalry 
cr bigher up the etream #od appenred upon 
their flank. Rapidly throwiog themselves into bol- 
low square, the Sth presented euch a bold and de- 
cided front that the enemy declined to attack. 
Falling back, yet elill in eqaarc—a beaatiful move- 
went, though geldom attempted—the brave Loui 
iuviabs poured in incessant volleys upon the enemy, 
and auccesefully retired; yet hud it not been for 
their high atate of diecipine and quickness the pick- 
eta Would Lave been cat off or elavghtored. |

TRE SEVEN PINES REVISITED. 


Gebel Dead yet Unburicd—12,000 Hebcls 
Gilled and Wounded—A Tribute to the 
Lott Wing—& New Webel Attack on 
icoker. 

Correspondence of The N. ¥. Tribune. 

Sevss Prvas, Jone 17, 1852, 

‘Tis eighteen daya since the battle of the Soven 
Pines, Icontemplated from my eaddle this morving 
tho bodies of four Rebel eoldiors lying in the woods, 
unburied, witnezzes of tho immente mortality in the 
ranksof the enemy, avd a reproach to the discipline 
of the regimonts now camped near thom. Four days 
ago, forty acres of thick timber were cut off the 
gronnd beyond the ecene of the first fight of the 934 
Pennsylvania and of a portion of Kearney’s division. 
‘Tho choppers continually came upon the Rebel dead 
—lying, moetly in positions of euso, in thicketa and 
covert. placee—where, wonnded, they had crawled 
ont of the battle for eafety and for subsequent suc- 
cor, and had found only death. Over fifty of there 
hapless tools of tho elave oligurchs wero nncovered 
to tho sun and to tho curiosity of onr soldiera by the 
ax—dead men of whose existence we bad no idea— 
all of them dead from wounda not instantly mortal. 
Trwo were found between whom were the remains of 
an exhunated fire, They had kindled it for warmth, 
perhaps to attract atteation, and hnd died aunoticed 
from the emptying of their veins by bleeding or from 
atarvation. 

Ferbeps Lam in haste in repronching the imper- 
fect police of any regiment. for tue existence above 
gronad in its neighboriood of the foar dead whom 
Leaw this morning, They were in wu shallow pool, 
in tho densest thicket, away frow the recogvized and 
stamped and torn line of regiment-fronted conflict. 
‘They wight well be overlooked for weeke, My ca- 
riosfty in tmeing the closenees and range of our 
Minie wueket fro, upon the tranks of tne Lrees and 
the stalks of the bushes, led ue to these Rebel eenti- 
nela, keeping death-wateh by the eide of thia shadow- 
haunted pool. Then, strange fact, not known to the 
many, usture bas made provision for a speedy dis- 
charge of the grvedig ors duty when neglected 
by men. Four dull-gray Kersey suits of uniform lay 
Hat npon the ground—withia each the suggestion of 
abomanform, The feet had fallen down in their into- 
gral, separate parts. There were lean sleeves upon 
the ground—the body of the flattened coat, if par- 
tiny nubattoned, roveuled tho clean end of w rib—if 
the collar were low, the vertebras of tha neck shione— 
and where the grinning teeth and the staring eye- 
sockets were, the wide slouch hat of the eorvica 
Hae A Mae ita COU Mh USNS aoa test 
very bones. 

We sball continne to find theeo remains of the 
great battle as we puah farther and farther into the 
woods in front of the conflict-ground now debateable 
between the pickete of the two armies. And Ihave 
no doubt, tbat, if the trath can ever be ascertained, 
it will be found that the Rebels lost in killed and 
wounded, twelve thousand men in the battle of the 
Soven Pines. They certainly knew of their dead, 
killed ontright in their ranke—there is no doubt that 
they knew where to search for their wounded und 
dying, Satnrday night chould have sufficed for the 

junder ofour camps. There wes all of Sunday and a 
Title of Bonday for the burial partice of en ariny 
that was 60,000 stroog when the battle began, to do 
their work in, They did labor ut it—but eo immence 
was the work, that we who followed Hooker's 
aweeping bayonet charge, found it unfinished—found 
hondreds of Robel corpses uvdergoing putrefaction 

all over the vast battle-field, ‘le first labor im- 

sod on Hooker's Division was the burial of those 
lead after eepultnre of our own dead and care of our 
own wounded bad been attended to, And to this 
day the grave-diggers’ work is not done, and it may 
nayer be done. 

Again, the line of fire of our Minio bullets was 
about neck-bigh—very mnch of it on a raoge with 
the heart. The trees aro the witnessca. These auynr- 
loaf-shaped bullets make ghastly wounds, and add 
largely to the mortality of battles. The louden 
point, when it strikes, scems to throw tho base of the 
ball ont of its line of straight flight, and if goes side- 
ways, tearing and cresting through tissues and 
boner, Tho fatter whon struck are comminuted, 
and vot perforated or fractured. They are stanahed, 
and extensively smashed, too, The Minié wounds, 
therefore, make amputations more frequently neces- 
eary than those caused by buck and bell—give a 
vastly greater ahovk to the system, and csuse 4 
greuter mortality. Ifthe bospital records are prop 
orly kept iu Richmond, I know that the fatality of 
thé wounds received by tho Rebels ut the Seven 
Pinea will greatly exceed the average made standard 
in the European service by hospital experience, 
under Bonaparte and Wellington. But I am not 
forced to inference to support my declaration that 
the Rebel dead and wounded amonated to the vast 
number I bave mentioned.

gronnd by astrong cord @ thousand feet in length, 
and of course ascends to that distance above the 
earth. A pulley und tackle arrangement, worked 
by men below, is the power used to pall it down, 
and, being strongly fastened to the curb, there is 
but very little danger of tho machine's escape. The 
Colonel and bis aesistauts very ecldom ascend, of- 
ficera and others, with authority for the ascension, 
being sent up by twor and threes at a tune, und, aft 
tera fow minates’ ator, hauled down, 

When the balloon lias ascuntled at this point to 
the end of its tether, a grand yiew of bot armjeo 
ia unfolded. Withm a circle of two miles in rudis 
the sight is very perfect; beyond that tho anglo of 
vision becomes go nearly horizontal that woods, 
honses, und hille, materially interfero with the 
view. The Ianducape bas three marked objects upon 
it, which aro tho first to strike the eye. Tire Chick- 
ahominy, almost beneath oue's feet, bordered by its 
dark-green swamps, raps like a thread from where 
it rises on the horizon, away off to the north-west, 
to whore it blenda ‘with woods and hills in the 
south-exst. The Jumes River in front, though dis- 
tant, rons in a deep, crooked valley, aod bears on 
ite bosom hundreds of craft that, in the distance, 
look ike white epecka npon the blue waters. 

Richmond, covering a largo portion of the west- 
em horizon, is, however, tho principal eight, It 
appeara to the balloouist ux a contused medley of red, 
white, and black, aud heavy brown fortilications 
stretching from the right to theloft, with thick walls 
pleniifally eprinkled with cannon, surrounding it 
on ull sider, Tue Capitol Square can scarcely be 
discerned, boing too thivkly surroanded by buildings. 
Tho whita Capitol, however, ia quite conspicuous, 
and, of course, the ttars and bars float over the roof. 
‘Three church spires, eeemiogly ull in ope spot, nre 
the brightest part of the town, and catch the ese 
almost before the observer is aware he is looking at 
Richmond. Bat little else, however, cau be dis 
tingnisbed, although, for a’ general viow of the 
town, nothing could be better than tbat from the 
balloon. 

‘Whe spac between the Chickahominy and the for- 
tifications around Richmond 18 almost filled with 
Robel camps. A thousand Cavuiry horsea were 
picketed in ove field, und others wore plentifull 
sprinkled all ubont. ‘Wedge tents, naed by the ollf- 
cers, and little dog tents by the men, ehons in every 
direction as the adu’s rays struck theta, Intrench- 
nents and rifle-pits lined the front of their position, 
though very few kuna were monuted, Several gun 
of heavy caliber} are apriokled along these urth- 
works. Rebel caps, however, are the most prom- 
ineut of all tho sights. They show in every direc- 
tion, and tho couthern aud weetera horizon seems to 
be their only bonndary, 

Of our own position, as ceen from the bulloos, T 
muat bo vilent. One thing, howover, in the whole 
view is most remarkable, Right through the center 
of the pictare runs @ carved Helt of dark green and 
yellow about a milo wide, Nota wan, gun, tent, 
or wugon, appears upon it. It is tho line between 
the two armies. Over it cannon balls are thrown, 
und on its surface sconts und pickets bide from each 
Crhem bot_no military, Ruy» —!--*o—lo_geou UpOD it.

Oregon, though as yet one of the least 
populous; is in area among the largest of our 
States, and its recently discoverad mineral 
treasures insure ite ropid increase in popula- 
tion, production and wenlth. Ten years hence, 
its inhabitants will probably be numbored by 


ages of thousands, and ifs commerce be 
not inferior to that or—Caiworma in 1860, 


‘Though the first Pacific Reilroad will doubtless 
cross the Rocky Mountains at or below the 
South Pass, and fod ita western terminus at 
San Francisco, we have no doubt that tho 
shorter, easier, Jess obstructed route by way of 
St. Paul and the Saskatchewan to the northern 
branch of the Columbia and thence to Puget's 
Sound, will be travereed by the Iron Horse 
within tho next thirty years, passing many 
productive mines of Geld and other valued 
Metals, and traversing a country far. better 
timbered and more inviting than any Central 
Overland route. It is not yet by any means 
cortain that the wtimate emporium of Western 
America will not spring up on one of the 
magnificent harbors of Puget’s Sound. 

Politically, Oregon was invented by Sham 
‘Domocracy, and was long, next to Arkansas, 
the rotteuest of its rotten boroughs, Her 
politics have been moulded by played-out 
demagogucs from the older States, who koew 
no other tolerable way to get o living than 
Yy office, and who regarded Democratic fealty 
as the necessary and only essential condition 
‘of successful office-eceking, Joe Lane, who 
was sent thither as Governor, on. its organi- 
zotion as a Territory in 1848, and who has 
since filled nearly overy important office, 
including those of Dolegate and U.S, Senstor, 
was the natural chief of her political managers, 
‘Tho facts that be was born in North Carolina, 
and is a bigoted devotee of the Slave Power, 
with just wit enough to discern that said 
Power is to be most ofectually served through 
the Donoeratic organization, have etood him 
instead of talent, education, and elevated per- 
soual character, 

Tho last election, ere this, for Governor, 
Was held in 1858, when the voto stood: 
Whitaker (Dew,), 5,545; Barnum (Opp.), 
4,407; Dem. majority, 1,138, which was about 
ns usual, 

The revolution of 1860 was forosbadowed in 
tho State election of that year in Oregon. A 
portion of the Democracy of that State had 
grown restiff under Southern domination, and 
had rallied under the Danner of Douglas and 
Popular Sovereignty. Col. E. -D. Baker, 
beaten the precoding September after a spir- 
ited oonvass for Congress in California, lad 
been invited to remove to Oregon by her lead- 
ing Republicans, and had acceptod the call. 
Dhe Douglas Democrats and Republicans to- 
gether chose a Legislature, and that Legisla- 
ture tilled an oxisting vacancy in the Senate 
aud supplanted Lave by tbe election of Col. 
Paker (Ropub.) und Geo. W. Nesmith (Doug- 
los Dem.) ‘The Governor elect (Whitaker) 
was of the Lane school, as is evinced by his 
appointment of the present Senator Stark on 
the death of Col. Baker in the action at Ball's 
Bluf. Mr. Stork’s symputhy with the Jeff, 
Davis rebellion was open and dofiaut, and be 
is charged on cath by some of hia neighbors 
with having exulted over the tidings of the 
National disaster af Bull Run. Mr. Shiel, the 
Represontative elected by tho sawe party, is 
not known to ue as having fuiled to vote with 
Vallandigham and Ben. Wood on any import- 
aot division.

BRITISM NEUTRALITY. 

We have at no time concealed from our 
readers our conviction that the deepots and 
aristocrats of Western Durope are intent on 
the disruption and subversion of this Republic. 
‘Phe couspicuoua proof which it has for eighty 
years presented of the safety and bencficence 
of cheaper government, smaller armies aud 
greater Liberty und Equality than monarchy 
and aristocracy ever did or ever caa aford, 
they would gladly anvibilate, ‘Tho United 
States have, for tho first time in modero 
history, elown to the civilized world that o 
Republic need not be abject nor powerless 
on the one hand, nor yet rapacious and vol- 
canie on the other. Our example has abso- 
lutely compelled the abatement of some of the 
grosser and more glaring abuses which feudal- 
ism had fastened upon the Old World. Others 
were plainly bonud to travel tho samo road. 
Europeans wera haginning to eonsidar the 
necessity of paying Five Millions of Dollars 
per anna for the support of a Royal Family, 
when s President at least equal in average 
capacity for civil rule could be had for a 
total cost of less than $50,000 per annum, 
And this is but one instance smong many. 

Tho Slavebolders’ Rebellion was a godsend 
to decaying Fendaliem. It was a revolt ia 
favor of inequality and caste in their grosseat 
form, and as such deserved the sympathy 
and support of all who believed the laboring 
classes born to be riddon and spurred by the 
pampered few, It was a revolt agaiost the 
Jeffersonian dogma that ‘All men are created 
equal,” and its odor was naturally grateful in 
tho nostrila of aristocracy. Aud the champions 
of Government by Iuberitance and Privilege 
have never failed to render it all the aid and 
comfort they decently could, and somotimes 
more, 

Lord Palmerston in particular bas never 
missed a chance to prejudice the Union cause 
and its defenders. His Queen’s Proclamation 
of Neutrality, issued with indecent baste, was 
8 studied insult to our Government, and a vio- 
lotion of the comity of nations. Had we issued 
such a Proclamation of Noutrality between 
Great Britain and Iudia at the timo of tho 
Sepoy revolt, the offense would have boen no 
whit more grovs and inexcusable. He seized 
the earliest opportunity to ridicule and taunt 
us for the Bull Run disaster, He did his best 
to fasten 2 deadly quarrel upon us with regard 
to the Trent business. Now ho presents to 
Europe a villainoua misrepresentation of Gen.| 
Butler's New-Orleans order, with palpable 
intent to do the Union all the harm and the 
Rebels all the sorvice iu his power. 

No fair wan who knows how universal, per- 
sistent, outrageous, have beon the studied insults 
offered to our Union soldiers by the hooped Se- 
cessioniats, will pronounce that order one whit 
too sovere. The she Rebels have presumed 
upon their petticoats to trent our volunteore as| 
no decent dog ever deserved to be treated. 
‘The cowardice of these insults is but one ele- 
mont of their basences, Gen, Butler found it 
necessary to protect his soldiers from this wan- 
ton, degrading abuse, or suffor them to protect 
themsolves, So he issued an order that women 
Who in the public streets insulted bis soldiorashould 
bo treated like the street-walkers whose man- 
hers they imitated—toat is, should be taken to 
the caluboose and locked up, with other disor- 
derly persons, This order did its work. 
Nobody bas been harmed under it—no one ar- 


dried up at once, They have incurred no 
pevallies, for thoy have committed no offense, 
Their city has been as quiet as a church ever 
since it was issued—more eo than for years 
before Gen. Butler took charge of it—and a 
good undoretandiog betweon its people and his 
forces is eteadily diffusing itself. If Lord 
Palmerston and his set will simply mind their 
own business, the women of New-Orleans will 
be well cured for, and the Union will be re- 
stored,

POINT.

For the paat forty-eight honra the peoplo of the 
loyal States have been exercised about tho visit of 
President Lincoln to the Summer residence of Lieut.- 
Gen. Scott at West Point. ‘The occasion has been 
seized for the manufacture and circulation of connt- 
leas runiora ng (0 ils object. Changes were prophe- 
sied in the Cabivot, and in the control of divisions 
of the enemy’; an advance on the Chickabominy was 
suggested; proposals for peace, emanating from the 
Rebels, were reported to have beou made, and Gen. 
Scott wus asserted to be on the evo of resuming 
commund at the headquartors of tho army. 
The President left Wushiogton at 4 o'clock on 
Monday afternoon, by special train, arriving at 
Gurrison’s, opposite West Point, at 3} 0. m., on 
Toceday. Gen, Scott and Mr. Sloan of the Fladson 
River Railroad, had remained in waiting all night, 
on the forry-bost, o recive him. Crossing to Coz- 
zens's Landing, after a brief conversation with Gen. 
Scott, the President retired. Arising at 7, a con- 
aullation of five hours’ length was held with the 
Lientenant-General, Of its import, noue but the 
two persons present know aught. ‘The general 
belief is that the interview bad reference to matters 
intimately connected with tbe army. In tho after- 
noon, the President visited the Military Academy, 
xpreesing his great sstisfuction at the general ap- 
pearance of the school.

Tho Mound City was powerlwss after the explosion 
of her steam-drum, or copnection-pipe, as it is gen- 
erully called on the Westem and Sonthern rivers, 
and drifted balf a mile down the river, when it was 
taken in chargo by the tog Spitiire, When the| 
auuster-roll was called, only 27 men, out of ISL, offi- 
cers and auilors, answered to their names.
